Redeemer Institutional COGIC, participated in 
past publishing house projects involving youth 
across the nation and was selected to join the 
newly birthed program as project administrator. 
According to Elder Daniels, job experience in 


the professional world can be significantly more 


: valuable than book experience and he believes stu- 


dents who have the opportunity to assist in a non- 


_ profit organization, especially one that is 


church-based, have the potential to gain many 
soft skills that cannot be obtained elsewhere. 


“In our competitive economy, sometimes we

Scholarship of 
Abundance has afforded students the ability to 
serve as servant leaders to strengthen their local 
congregations while being mentored to enhance 
their God-given abilities in the building of the 
kingdom.

els of education. Submissions were evaluated by © 


four reviewers from different parts of the country, 


who scored the applications and conducted inter- 


views. In considering applicants, reviewers placed 


great consideration on future accomplishments of 
students, the impact they would have on their 
community, and the residual benefit of the stu- 
dent’s endeavors. 

The publishing house awarded scholarships to 
ten academic recipients from various states, each 
given a maximum of $3,500, a photo appearance 
on the cover of COGIC literature, and an ex- 
pense-paid invitation to the 2012 AIM Conven- 
tion in Birmingham, Ala., where they were given 
the opportunity to connect with other scholars.

COGIC WOMEN IN MINISTRY:| |

magine you were alive in the fall of 1907, 

living in the agrarian states of Arkansas, 

Tennessee and Mississippi. Having expe- 

rienced Pentecost at the Azusa Street 

Revival, Elder Charles Mason returned 
South bringing Holy Ghost excitement and the 
Holiness-Pentecostal Church Of God In Christ 
(COGIC) was born. If you were alive at the 
beginning of the 20th century, it would be 
impossible to forecast the Church’s growth, but 
for COGIC to thrive, Elder Mason assembled 
a core team of highly organized individuals. 
Now picture yourself in the winter of 1911. 
Due to its exponential growth, which included 
a cadre of Baptist, Methodist and other women, 
the church needed a women’s organizer. And 
as Blacks joined millions in the Great Migra- 
tion from South to North, COGIC women 
played significant roles in the church’s growth 
as street evangelists, church builders, educators 
and international missionaries. The appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Lizzie Woods as Overseer of 
Women gave birth to the Department of 
Women (DOW). 

It is important to recall that each General 
Supervisor's overriding vision encompassed the 
spectrum of a women’s sphere: wives, managers 
of home and caregivers of children, all while 
juggling careers and church work. The demo- 
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graphics of today’s COGIC women includes 
leadership activities found in the ranks of edu- 
cators, business leaders, politicians, interna- 
tional missionaries, allied health professionals, 
preachers, administrators, marketing executives 
and financial professionals. Standing in the 
cusp of the 21st century, the world is steeped 
in systemic problems with instability and con- 
flict playing out daily on the 6 o'clock news. 
What strategies did past leaders implement that 
potentially adds value to the work of today’s 
leader-activists? And as technology reshapes 
culture, how can this generation reconstruct 
their influence? The Whole Truth interviewed 
Presiding Bishop Charles E. Blake, General Su- 
pervisor Willie Mae Rivers, and a representative 
sample of women to discuss ways to enhance 
future women’s ministry. 

COGIC is a dominant spiritual power, and 
teamwork has marked the Department of 


- Women since its inception. According to 


Bishop Blake, “Mother Robinson and Mother 
Coffey’s stamp continues as the bedrock on 
which generations have benefited for 100 years. 
Mother Rivers is an example of this heritage so 
desperately needed in society and she quintes- 
sentially models grace, business acumen and ex- 
ecutive leadership.” Mother Rivers’ organization 
and foundational structure aids the Church

“which relies upon the Department to build the 
character and homes of the saints. With its 
many units and divisions, families, marriages 
and those living in singlehood are nurtured,” 
he says. International Marshall Barbara McCoo 
Lewis adds: “It is inspiring to be a part of her 
team...Mother has support as she carefully 
leads.” 

The Women’s Convention has kept current 
with the times. Women, especially those 49 and 
under, are flocking to forums, leadership con- 
ferences and other training venues facilitated by 
experts in health, counseling, law, gender con- 
fusion, marriage, and the family. Departing the 
successful 2012 Women’s International Con- 
vention, Mother Rivers formulated strategies to 
meet God-given goals from building prayer 
lives to implementation of Christian counsel- 
ing. “I want women to see things through the 
eyes of God. Worrying and fighting ourselves 
does not answer problems,” she stated. 

International YPWW Chairlady Joyce 
Rodgers agrees that DOW’s future generations 
should operate by principles of inclusiveness. 
“The generation after me will have (its) strug- 
gles; however, we must not be our own worst 
enemy. Women should understand that we 
[act as] bridges...walked on, driven over but 
there is connectivity.”

Praying for the blessings of the church’s 
general leadership, Mother Rivers responds to 
her calling by “reviving, updating and building 
on the teachings our predecessors so graciously 
left. I look for teachable women to carry the 
work [who remember] ministry is zot a posi- 
tion.” 

Five-time Stellar Award winner Kierra (Kiki) 
Sheard keenly understands strong legacy will 
continue if younger women listen. “Tve 
learned from Mother Rivers not to get hung up 
on yourself and...not be afraid to take the 
Gospel outside church.” The twentysomething 
Grammy nominee observes “classy ladies who 
have impacted me. Mom (Karen Clark Sheard) 
tells me to have anointing. Aunt Dorinda urges 
me to know God’s character. Future leaders 
should learn why we have the disciplines of our 
denomination, adapt to traditions, and make 
suggestions. And we can be fashionable but 
covered and never become a distraction...know 
the difference between an entertainer and min- 
strel.” 

Mother Rivers champions a special place for 
mothers who prayed the church through, and 
First Lady Carolyn Polk of Texas agrees. “They 
faced hardships, intimidation and persecution. 
I follow their legacy teaching the women of St.

upon us.” 

District Missionary Felicia Sanders received 
a moral heritage from her grandmother, 
Mother Rosa Hooker. The 44-year-old princi- 
pal of Chicago’s Pullman Elementary School 
sees future leaders “as progressive.” Yet, she says, 
“forthcoming generations must merge the ed- 
ucation the Lord has allowed us to receive and 
our professional lives with kingdom connec- 
tion.” Relevancy and lying before God has 
factored in Pullman’s achievement scores 
climbing from 29% to 80% in Sanders’ nine 
years at its helm. 

Evangelist Earlynn McDowell, granddaugh- 
ter of Bishop Mason, has known each General 
Supervisor and sees women continuing to move 
into worldwide ministry. Acknowledging she’s 
treading delicately, she says, “Like empowered 
women before us, boldly speak the Word. More 
prepared women should teach rather than 
preach. We need to be more educated — not 
necessarily having graduate or post-graduate 
degrees — giving the Word so individuals can 
accept Jesus and God will open blinded eyes 
and change hearts.” 

For Associate Justice BJ Warren McKinney, 
full equality for women in ministry looms large. 
“We have helped change the world through 


Sunday Schools, prayer services, leading devo- 


tions and undergirding our churches finan- 


cially. However, it seems that we have been 
not taken care of and I fault nobody.” The 
issue of women left destitute, perhaps through 
ignorance of the law, is of concern. “I think one 
of the things we have to be is the best we can 
be, and sometimes we have to be better than 
that. We must educate ourselves legally with 
wills and trusts...to protect (ourselves).” 

People born today will live in the 22nd 
century and by all accounts the Department is 
in no serious danger. “As a fellow laborer in 
the ‘vineyard of the Lord,” says Bishop Blake, 
“I am glad for their leadership, example, and 
contribution that assist with the furtherance of 
ministry, global impact, and kingdom build- 
ing.” For the next 100 years COGIC women 
will continue to imagine, dream and work and 
make a Better World.

The dynamic nature of COGIC’s first Gen- 
eral Supervisor's organizational skills cannot be 
overstated. This former slave’s quick-witted 
response to a lack of organized learning was rec- 


ognized, when at age 8 (three years after the 


Emancipation Proclamation), she read the Holy — 


Bible to both children and adults. As an entre- 
preneur, she influenced Southern women to 
form Bible Bands and sold Hope magazines 
designed to teach practical truths of God’s 
Word. Seeing her industriousness, Hope 
founder Joanna Moore recommended her for 
admission to the Baptist Missionary Society’s 
School, after which she became matron of girls. 

After receiving the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, Robinson suffered rejection. Rotten eggs 
were thrown at her, and she was beaten and 
thrown in jail for her stand for holiness. Bishop 
Mason appointed her Overseer of Women in 
USNldi. 


Partial Listing of her accomplishments: 


¢ Immediately formed the first auxiliary of the Department — 


of Women — the Prayer and Bible Band 
° Toured 26 cities in one year, organizing State Women’s 
Departments 
¢ Raised money that, according fo Bishop Mason, “gave the 
church standing with the White and Negro banks.” 
e Started the foreign missions work in her home, and then 
introduced Elder Searcy to the church to officially establish 
the Missions Department in 1926 
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With her husband established the first COGIC in 

Omaha, Neb. 

Trained first tier of female leaders who came to be known 
as “State Mothers” 

Purchased the COGIC sign at Mason Temple

Any successful leader encounters obstacles but 
uses discernment and insight to overcome chal- 
lenges to have vision evolve to reality. A new 
power in the DOW emerged when Lillian 
Brooks Coffey was unanimously chosen as the 
Second National Mother. Called a “Great 
Dreamer,” her prowess for innovative ways to 
move the DOW forward makes an interesting 
case analysis. 

Timing. It is said that the young Brooks, 
Mason’s first choice to organize the women, 
acquiesced and recommended Mrs. Lizzie 
Woods Robinson. And while Robinson plowed 
through hard fields, Brooks Coffey had more 
freedom to move the prototype of the first 35 
years to the reality of enhancement of women’s 
training and leadership. 

Innovation. Although her 1950 idea for a con- 


vention championed the cause of missions, Coffey’s 


Better Homes, Better Schools, Better Communities, 


Better World was formulated and examined in 1951 


_ when 100 Red Card women entered Los Angeles 


for the First Women’s Convention. 


Pragmatic compassion. Possibly using the

_ mer Detroit residence for a reported $300,000 
_ so that older missionaries of any denomination 


could retire with dignity. 


Civic involvement. Coffey, along with Dr. 


_ Arenia Mallory (America’s first Black female 


college president), influenced generations by 


having the DOW partner with affinity groups 
such as the National Council of Negro Women 
and Council of Women of the United States to 


exchange ideas to help African-Americans. 


Partial list of her accomplishments: 


e Established Chicago’s first COGIC, and then asked Bishop 
Mason to send “Brother Willie” (later Bishop William M. 
Roberts) to pastor 

e The DOW allocated as much as $75,000 annually for 
Saints College 

e Changed the title State Mother to State Supervisor 

¢ The DOW supported 12 missions stations, and Coffey 
traveled with International Missionary Dorothy Webster 
to install her as representative to Haiti 

¢ In 1953, the DOW built the Mason family a ranch-style 
home on the Mason Temple campus 

¢ Adjutant General in the Women’s Army for 
National Defense

ohn 10:10: The thief’s purpose is to steal and kill and destroy... (NLT) 


In the past, identity thieves primarily accessed records 
out of the trash. 

Today, it is essential to implement computer security 
safeguards which include: 


1. Installing security software. 
2. Using a password on your wireless router, and 


3. Avoid conducting financial transactions on public 
Wi-Fi networks. 


Also, be cautious of “phishing” scams, in which scam- 
mers pose as a financial institution in an attempt to trick 
you into handing over sensitive information. By definition 
— phishing is a scam by which an email user is 
duped into revealing personal or confiden- 
tial information that the scammer can use 
illicitly. : 

Mobile security is also important, as 
people increasingly use smartphones to 


data. 

According to one information secu- 
rity officer, it is of the utmost importance to 
use password protection on your phone and 
have a mobile security program in place 
that enables you to wipe the phone of sen- 
sitive data in the event that it's lost or stolen. 

Even if you're shredding every piece of 
paper in your home or office and taking every 
possible online security precaution, there are still 
methods of stealing your identity that are almost com- 
pletely out of your control. Therefore, vigilance is your

Even if identity thieves aren’t dumpster diving as much as 


they used to, it would be foolish to completely disregard the 


importance of document shredding. 

Monitoring your accounts and online security should 
probably be your priorities. 

The numerous documents that can be used to commit 
some form of fraud includes everything from bank statements 
to preapproved credit card offers to receipts and letters from 
your insurance company. 

Even an expired credit card can be used by a thief, so that 
too must be shredded before disposal. If a charlatan is familiar 
with the issuing financial institution, he or she can figure out 
what the new expiration date is. It’s the same account number 
and the name is the same, so that information can be used to 
commit fraud. 

Additionally, please be aware that many thieves prefer 


dumpster diving to mail theft because stealing mail out of 


your box is.a federal offense; however, many courts have up- 
held that once you've thrown out your garbage, you no longer 
have an expectation of privacy. 

So even in this digital age, a shredder is still a must-have 
tool if you want to protect yourself from fraud.

“In 
the early days of the church, many members 
were sharecroppers and not particularly edu- 
cated, but they were spirit-filled and extremely 
spiritual in their call and conviction,” notes 
Henderson, senior counsel for the Encino, Cal- 
ifornia-based intellectual property law firm The 
Eclipse Group. “The children of the sharecrop- 
pers have the opportunity to go to school and 
get professional careers. It’s been an evolution 
of a few generations, removed from that poor 
group and now you're seeing the members of 


our church going to college. They're more edu- 


cated and they re coming back with professional 
skills that they’ re contributing to the church.” 

Henderson should know. Not only is he a 
Publishing House board member, he also serves 
as Special Counsel to the Presiding Bishop, and 
he is a National Adjutant Overseer and member 
of the Constitution Committee of the General 
Assembly. “What you re seeing is an evolution,” 
he asserts. “With a little more learned generation 
of congregants, there are more tangible skills 
that can move the church from the four walls 
into the community.

C. Henderson, Jr., April Forbes, Robert Cowan, 


and Ruth Barrett. 


OFFICE OF GENERAL COUNSEL 

How would one define the role of the Office 
of General Counsel? Think of it as an in-house 
law firm for the Church Of God In Christ. “We 
represent the National Church in all of its legal 
matters as it relates to the implementation of the 
laws. People call, even overseas, seeking legal ad- 
vice regarding conflicts with bishops, pastors, 
board of directors. We try to lend advice and 
bring formality to situations. When local 
churches are sued,” he says, “we try to lend out 
a hand.” 

To resolve conflicts, Bishop Perry states that 
his office relies on two basic sources: “We take 
the facts and apply them to the Bible and to 
COGIC’s Official Manual.” 

The Official Manual, last printed in 1973, in- 
cludes the constitution and bylaws of the church 
and speaks of the relationships between the var- 
ious factions. Bishop Perry adds, “It defines the 
local church: what it is, and what it can and can- 
not do.”

who felt that they couldn’t see a woman on the 
Judiciary Board and that’s to be expected. The 
job simply entailed someone with integrity, that 
would be impartial, who would listen to the 


evidence with a concern that justice and truth 


_ should always prevail, no matter who the parties 


were before us. 

“It’s been a journey,” she continues. “The 
board has changed so much. Some have wel- 
comed females and some had problems. But 


overall, it’s been a joy.” 


PROFESSIONALS IN THE PEW 

In her various roles, McKinney says she’s been 
able to put her legal skills to good use. And she 
is optimistic about the talents of others being 
used for kingdom building. “The church is a 
huge business. We touch on every area of life. 
We are a corporate body. Lawyers are extremely 
important, but so are MBAs, accountants, psy- 
chologists (we have some real serious social 
issues in dealing with some of the issues that 
some leaders have, pornography issues, etc.). 
There’s probably not a profession that is not 
needed in this church. We need professionals to 
bring their profession to the church and share it 
to make us a better body.”

Diabetes in Black America: 
Understanding Type 2 Diabetes 


Diabetes is a major chronic disease in the 


United States, particularly among Blacks. It — 


is important to know what is diabetes; risk 
factors for developing diabetes; signs and 
symptoms; and recommendations on how 
to manage the disease. Diabetes is a disease 


that changes the way your body uses sugar. © 


The food you eat turns into sugar. The sugar 
then travels through the blood to all parts of 
the body. Insulin helps get sugar from the 
blood to the body’s cells, where it is used for 
energy. When you have diabetes, your body 
has trouble making and/or responding to 
insulin. So your body does not get the fuel 
it needs and your blood sugar levels may 
remain too high. 

Unfortunately, many do not know what 
can place them at higher risk of developing 
diabetes. To determine if you are at risk for 
diabetes or have diabetes, please answer the 
following questions: 


1.Do you need to lose weight? 


2.Do you get little or no exercise? 


3.Do you have high blood pressure 
(130/80 or higher)? 


4.Does diabetes run in your family? 


5.Are you a woman who had diabetes 
when you were pregnant? 


6.Have you had a baby who weighed 
more than nine pounds or more at 


birth? 


7.Are you African American, Native 
American, Hispanic, or Asian 
American/Pacific Islander? 


If you answered “yes” to any of these — 


questions, ask your doctor, nurse, or phar- 
macist if you need a diabetes test to confirm 
your diabetes status. 

Some people with diabetes are not aware 
of the signs and symptoms. Therefore, in 
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addition to having one or more of the risk 
factors above, individuals with any of the fol- 
lowing signs or symptoms should also see 
their healthcare provider to confirm whether 
they have diabetes: 


¢ Going to the bathroom a lot 

° Feeling hungry or thirsty all the time 
° Blurred vision 

° Cuts or bruises that are slow to heal 
° Feeling tired all the time 


¢ Hands or feet that tingle or feel numb 


If you know you have diabetes (or if you 
learn in the future that you have diabetes) 
there is good news. Diabetes complications 
do not have to occur -- people with diabetes 
can live long, healthy and productive lives, 
and the sooner you see your healthcare 


provider the sooner you are on the road to © 
better managing it. The key to living a long, © 


healthy life with diabetes requires you to 


educate yourself, make “doable” changes in © 


your life (eating properly and working out 

more), and seeing your doctor regularly. 
You can never know too much about di- 

abetes. There are several steps you can take 


to live a healthy life with diabetes. They 
include: 


Use medicines wisely 

e Sometimes people with diabetes 
need to take pills or insulin shots. 
Follow the directions. 


Ask your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist what your medicines 
do. Also ask when to take them 
and if they have any side effects. 


Watch what you eat and get 

exercise 

e There is no one diet for people 
with diabetes. Work with your 
health care team to come up with 
a plan for you. 


° Be active at least 30 minutes a day, 
most days of the week. Exercise 
helps your body use insulin better. 


Check your blood sugar 

¢ Help prevent heart disease and 
stroke by keeping your blood 
sugar, blood pressure, and 
cholesterol under control. 


¢ Check your blood sugar with a test 
you can use at home. 


e Ask your doctor for an A-1-C blood 
test. The A-1-C is a blood test that 
checks sugar levels over 2 to 3 
months. 


° If you smoke, ask your health care 
provider about effective FDA-ap 
proved smoking cessation medication 


that can help to *kick” the habit. 


Know your ABC’s 
° Talk to your health care provider about 
your ABC’s:
